After reviewing the results of the recent inspection of the General 
Investigative pttifflaifa, I have ^approved .the following! ratings, for the various

Your space was found to be secure, well arranged and generally 
well maintained. Good housekeeping practices should continue to be emphasized 
to all employees. When the additional space allocated to the Name Check 
Section is available, your space should be adequate for the operations of your 
Division. The additional window air-conditioning units being installed in the 
Name Check. Section should make working conditions more agreeable in that 
Section. You should insure that the installation of the power line needed to 
operate these units is completed as quickly as possible and that the additional 
space is fully utilized as soon as it is available. 

I was pleased that the classifications supervised by your Division 
showed increases in three statistical accomplishment categories for fiscal 
year 1268. However, , it was disappointing that your wnvictioii statistics 
declined slightly. Your over-all rating in this area would have been excellent 
if. hot lor this deficiency. The problems, experienced in the conviction category ' 
during this, year highlight the need for redoubled emphasis. You must insist 
that all field offices afford the statistiCfproducing classifications the necessary .

I have reviewed the results of the recent inspection of the General 
Investigative Division and have approved the following ratings for your operations: 
Physical Condition and Maintenance, Specific Division Operations, Administrative 
Operations, Personnel Matters and Contacts - Very Good. 

Your space was found to be secure and generally well maintained except 
for the minor delinquencies which were either corrected on the spot or ordered 
corrected; Yqu.8hould see to it that each employee assumeshis share of the 
essential function of housekeeping. The Inspector reported that there is a tem- 
porarily crowdedcoriditton in a portion of the Criminal Section due to space 
requirements of another Division necessitated by a special investigative situation. 
In connection with this, at the most propitious time, you should rearrange that 
Section in accordance with the inspectors suggestion. The Inspector determined 
that six Agent supervisors should obtain new credentials because the photographs 
on their current ones are not good likenesses. Please- handle this matter 
►romptly, 

i am pleased with the substantial contributions your Division has made 
A the vital; area of statistical accomplishments. I noted that these accomplish- 
ments were up in all categories for fiscal year 1965. Of concern to me* however, 
is the fact that the margin of increase in the very important category of convic- 
tions is extremely narrow. X expect you to take firm and aggressive measures 
to insure that the favorable over-all record Is continued. You must make certain 
that we obtain maximum results from the investigative efforts expended through? 
out the field. I have observed with interest the results of the additional emphasis 
placed on bank robbery matters and that convictions, and fines, savings and 
'recoveries in these matters have shown marked increases. Very pleasing to 
me is the fact that the rate of solutions in bank robbery matters has increased 
kaoie than twelve percent. You must give this area of your responsibilities the

necessary emphasis to maintain this desirable trend because X expect continued 
improvement. The Inspector's suggestion, which you have already implemented, 
that certain miscellaneous classifications he transferred from the Bank Bobbery 
Unit to the General Crimes Unit should assist in the intensified handling of bank 
robbery matters. 

the Inspector highlighted noteworthy accomplishments in a number of b 6 
major investigations, including convictions of tfames R. Hoffa and certain of 
his associates as well as a return of indictments based on our investigations in 
cases of nationwide interest such as the murde rs of civil rig hts workers in 
Mississippi and the identification and arrest off | ~l who killed three 

bank employees and seriously wounded another, during a recent Nebraska bank 
robbery. These and other accomplishments reflect most favorably on the Bureau 
and are indicative of effective leadership and teamwork. You must continue to. 
review and analyze the various surveys and intensification programs initiated 
by you to make certain that they are productive and insure that manpower and 
the efforts being expended are fully justified in relationship to the results obtained. 
Particular attention is directed to the "Modus Operandi - Personal Appearance!' 
Program in bank robbery matters. In accordance with the Inspector's recom- 
mendation this program should be carefully reevaluated in six months to make 
certain the results obtained are commensurate with the cost of operation* 

The increase in pending matters exceeding six percent since the last 
inspection highlights the need for attention to the most effective utilization of 
manpower and implementation of all possible streamlining measures, including 
application of automatic data processing techniques. It is most gratifying that 
you have been able to absorb this increase iif work with two less Agent super- 
visors than at the time of the last inspection, I was also encouraged by your 
agreement with the Inspector to handle the midnight supervisory shift on a 
rotating basis for a trial period rather than request a replacement for the mid- 
night supervisor who was recently transferred. You should give this matter 
your continuing personal attention, bearing in mind laty strong desire to maintain, 
the Seat of Government supervisory staff at an absolute minimum consistent with 
discharging our responsibilities so that maximum investigative manpower can 
be made available to the field where urgently required.

Aggressive efforts should be continued to have a standardized name 
check form adopted for uniform use by agencies in requesting name checks* 
This most desirable objective, along with your efforts to explore the possible 
use of a machine for automatically handling "no record" naine checks, should 
be followed closely since substantial economies should be realized*

analyzed to determine -whether any personnel may be released at that time; 

It was noted that firearms training delinquencies are excessive. I 
am well aware of the problems involved; however, I want you to personally 
insure that such delinquencies are maintained at an absolute minimum^ 

It was good to learn that the conferences and fii-Serviee lectures 
monitored were informative and well directed and that you* Division effectively 
participates iii the contact and speech programs. 

You and the Number One Mian should carefully review the fihdirigs k 
the inspection report and work papers left with you* Make certain these matters, 
as well as this letter, are thoroughly reviewed by your supervisory staff. Advise 
the Inspection Division as soon as possible of ail action taken to comply with the 
instructions contained herein and with those of the Inspector*

In continuing my employment in the Federal Bureau of Investigation, United States Depart 
ment c-f Justice, I hereby agree that I will be governed by the following provisions.

2. That information referred to in Item 1 above Includes but is by no means limited to 
information in the interests of the defense of the United States marked "Top Secret," 
"Secret," or "Confidential, "and that Department of Justice regulations provide 
specifically for penalty applicable to me for any violation of Executive Order 10501, 
the basic, authority for safeguarding such information, as follows: "Any officer or 
employee who violates any provision of Executive Order No. 10501, as amended, 

or of these regulations shall be subject to appropriate disciplinary action. Prompt 
and stringent administrative action shall be taken against any officer or employee 
determined to have been knowingly responsible for any release or disclosure of 
classified defense information or material except in the manner authorized by these 
regulations. Whenever a violation of criminal statutes may be involved*in a delib- 
erate unauthorized release or disclosure of classified defense information, criminal 
prosecution, in an appropriate case, shall also be instituted."

PURPOSE: To keep you informed of additional information concerning Mr. Rosen's 
health. You were informed 12-6-62 that Mr. Rosen had his annual 
physical examination 11-13-62 at the U. S. Naval Hospital, Bethesda, 
when he was found to haveelevated bloocLnressure. The medical examiner then 
.reviewed subsequent blood pressure* readings which were taken- twice daily for four 
days by our Health: Service. When, the medical examiner reviewed these readings he 
ordered aseries of special tests and arranged for a cardiology consultation .scheduled 
1-3-63. Between 11-13-62 and 1-3-63 bloodpressure .ranged from alow of 138/90 
to a high of 180/108. On.the latter occasion, after 30, minutes 1 bed rest his blood 
pressure dropped to 150/90. Results of thesa special tests, including the medical 
report dated 11-13-62 and cardiology consultation report dated. 1-3-63 have now been 
received. 



/ The* medical examiner has certified Mr. Rosen as fit for full duty. 
Captain W. B. Ingram,, Chief of Cardiology, U. S. Naval Hospital, noted findings are 
pompatible wittothe diagnosis of hypertensive vascular disease, benign, mild, and 
labile (unstable). He ndted.that Mr. Rosen. has hada left axis heart deviation since 
1948 and said it does not appear that this is a particularly abnormal finding or as a 
resiiltof hypertensive vascular disease. Captain, Ingram noted current .findings do 
not indicate that>Mr. Rosen's physical activity requires any restriction, compatible for 
his age, or that 'he needs medication f or his blood pressure. He noted a further report 
of daily blood pressure* readings at work would be helpful; in* determining whether his 
blood pressure remains at a. sufficiently sustainedlevel to warrant treatment and.if so, 
he offered. to further evaluate and treat Mr. Rosen. „- _ ,-. — _ „u— -

INCENTIVE AWARD AND COMMENDATION MATTER 

Captioned seven-year-old girls were reported missing from their homes in 
\ Alexandria, Virginia, during the afternoon of August 19, 1962. Since they were not 
located within 24 hours and were believed to have been kidnaped, a full field kidnaping 
investigation was initiated by the Bureau on August 20, 1962, with all available agent 
personnel from the Richmond Office and 65 agents from the Washington Field Office 
ordered to the scene under the direction of ASAC Harry J. Morgan, Richmond Office. 
Although thorough and wide-spread searches had allegedly been done of entire area by 
. large numbers of local police, military personnel, neighbors and apartment managers, 
^s our agents*at specific instruction of Assistant Director Rosen organized and instituted 
~^ a systematic re-search beginning with all vacant apartments in the large Van porn and 
\ Brookville apartment developments. This approach resulted in locating the girls on 
I | August 21, 1962, locked in the bathroom of a vacant apartment in a building within 50 
v yards of their homes.

Attached is a teletype from the Richmond Office with 
recommendations for incentive awards and commendation for Agents 
who participated in the successful search for the two missing 
girls. General Investigative Division has attached an addendum 
making further recommendations. I agree with these recommenda- 
tions as set forth.

Assistant Director$Rosen . He personally issued instructions to 
the field in this flatter, instructed that ASAC Morgan come up 
from Richmond to Alexandria to take personal charge of the case, 
and issued instructions to ASAC Morgan that regardless of prior 
searches in the neighborhood Agents should search the buildings 
in the neighborhood of the children T s homes. 

Immediately upon receipt of word that the little girls had 
been located, Mr. DeLoach was advised in order that the press could 
be so informed at once before such information was released from 
other sources. From my personal observation, Mr. DeLoach took hold 
of this at once and contacted the press with the resultant extremely 
favorable publicity, giving proper credit to the Bureau. In addition, 
he dispatched Inspector Wick to Alexandria to assist in handling the 
press and photographers at the scene in order to assure a smooth 
operation. It is my understanding that Mr. Wick arranged that the 
photograph of thp^Agents and the little girls be taken by thejoress, 
thus again pl^cring the proper emphasis on the Bureau * s parj^in this 
matter. J/^ei;efore, recommend, that Assistant Direatox^JfeLoach and
